IMMENSE LOSS OF LIFE, 


by the wreck o f the British Convict ship George the 


T h ird , a summary account of which w e published yes­ 


terday. 
T he following is the Captain’s testimony be­ 


fore a Commission of Inquiry : — 


“ W e made the land about 11 A. M ., Sunday the 
12th ; the ship was furnished with the charts published 
by authority o f the Admirably ; I 
had not B ates's 
S ailin g D ire c tio n s; 1 was not aware that there was 
a book o f sailing instructions for navigating the coast 
o f the Australian Colonies. 
There are two reefs laid 
down in the chart— there is the Actaeon, and there is 
two reefs inside ; according to »he directions, I consid­ 
ered the passage safe ; Horsburgh’s Directory saysthero 
is no hidden danger after passing the reefs ; I adopted 
the usual precaution of sounding wilh the deep sea lead ; 
w e proceeded between the two reefs laid dow n, the 
soundings giving half seven futhoms, right through ; af­ 
ter we had passed the breakers, I took the officers and 
passengers into the cabin and showed them the position 
o f the ship, and we were all satisfied that vve were out 
o f danger, and that we might either proceed on or come 
to an anchor. 
W e proceeded on, under easy sail, go­ 
ing from a knot and tl half to two knots an hour ; the 
vessel at that V.ine was under double reefed topsails, 
and the foresail brailed up, all ready for coming to an 
anchor, if it got dark ; after so proceeding for about a 
quarter o f an hour, and whilst I was walking on the 
'vfather side of the poop, the man at the lead sang out 
quarter less four ; 1 immediately cried to the man at 
the helm to put the helm hard a-port ; 
before the 
man sounding could get another cast of the lead, the 
ship struck ; she did not strike violently at first ; 1 di­ 
rectly ordered the cutter to be lowered, and the third 
oihcer, Mr Field, to go into the cutter and sound round 
the shin : he did so, and sounded abreast the starboard 
gangway first, and found two and a half fathoms ; he 
then went ahead and found two fathoms, and on the 
the larboard quarter he found three and a half fathoms ; 
from thence he went astern, about four boats’ length, 
and found four and a quarter ; at this time w e saw no 
breakers ; u swell soon came on and commenced break­ 
ing ; the ship then began to strike 
most violently, 
throwing every one off their feet ; after a very short 
time, about the first shock, the mainmast went over on 
the starboard side, carrying the tnizen topmast with it, 
and drugging down the weather bulwarks close to the 
covering boards ; at this time, the boatswain and offi­ 
cers were trying to get the long bout out. 
The mainmast being gone, we 
were obliged to cut 
away the lee bulwarks to launch her, at the same time 
they were lowering the gig ; the man in the stern of 
the gig was lowering the stern tackle, when the rolling 
o f the ship caused him to lose his hold o f the fall, the 
gig stove in her quarter by striking violently against the 
vessel, and was swamped ; 1 did not know who were 
in the gig, wilh the exception of the steward, and one 
woman and child ; I saw the woman go in ; I desired 
her lo come out, hut she would not ; she persisted, and 
slowed herself under the stern-sheets ; when the gig 
swamped, I immediately ordered 
the cutter to come 
round and pick up the men that were in the water ;— 
when this was done, I ordered the third mate to bring 
the cutter alongside ; the mate said he could not ; he 
said he could not take in any more ; the boat was us , 
full as she could hold. 
I then 
desired Mr Field, 
the 
officer in the cutter, to look out for the first landing- 
place, and return 
immediately with any assistance he 
might be able 
to get ; I then left tho poop ; the fore­ 
mast had just gone over ; in consequence o f the wreck 
o f the masts on the lee side, the crew were engaged in 
trying to launch the long-boat on 
tho weather side, 
but a 
heavy sea struck the ship, 
and 
the 
long-boat 
floated on the deck ; at this time, all the main deck was 
completely 
under 
water ; this was not a quarter o f 
an hour after the first striking ol 
the 
slop. 
Thu 
vessel struck at about ten 
mimics afler ten ; when 
the long-boat floated, she was lull of people, and 
washed from one side o f the 
deck to the other ; 1 
expected every minute to see her stove ; afler great ex­ 
ertion, the people succeeded in floating her, outside, to 
the leeward of the ship, and amongst the spurs.— 
I was at the time sitting 
on the gallows bits, just abaft 
the main hatchway, and was encouraging the men in 
the boat to shove clear of the wreck as last as possiblo ; 
the boat laid there a long time— the people trying to 
get her clear o f the spars ; finding they could not suc­ 
ceed, I made towards the boat, endeavouring to assist 
them, and, in trying to shove the boat clear of the fore* 
yard, I got jammed between the fore-jard and the keel 
ol the boat, and expected to be cut to pieces every mo­ 
ment ; I was, however, dragged into the boat by some 
of the crew ; al ter a long struggle, we got cleur off, the 
people remaining on the wreck and spars, gave us three 
cheers ; the long boat had forty men m her at that time ; 
vve proceeded to land, and could not find any landing 
place all along the shore, it was so very rough and the 
surf so great ; at last we found the entrance of a bay, 
several miles off, and proceeded to the bottom before 
we could find a landing place ; we then landed the pris­ 
oners, and tho guard that was iu the boat, wilh one 


woman and child ; the Surgeon Superintendent was in 
tho first boat ; as, «Iso, my ch ief and second officer ; I 
left 36 in number, on shore, and proceeded to the wreck 
with four men ; tiiere were about an equal quantity of 
prisoners and guard landed from the boat ; it was about 
two o ’clock when vve lefl the shore ; in consequence of 
the weather, wo did not reach llio wreck till six o ’clock 
next morning ; on arriving at the ship, the first people 
we took on board were the women and children, and 
invalids, and then as many of the prisoners and guard 
as the boat would carry ; I then considered I had about 
half of tho number that were on the wreck, and pro­ 
ceeded ashore ; I landed them at eight o ’clock, at the 
same place as the others. 
1 considered 
there were 
about forty or fifty ; this trip Major 
liy a » , Captain 
Minion, and tho Doctor of tho 50th Regiment, were 
landed.] 1 then directly proceeded to the wreck ; before 
1 reached it, I saw a aehr making towards the vessel, 
and she reached the wreck before me ; I went and took 
off all alive from the ship, and took them on board the 
schooner, and then proceeded to ro-ernbark the others 
from the place where wo had landed ; there we took 
all on board the schooner, with the exception o f tho 
Surgeon of the 50th Regiment, who had strayed ; I lelt 
there a boat’s crew , o f eight men, with provisions, to 
wait bis return. 
There were 308 including prisoners, crew , and mili­ 
tary, embarked at first ; there were two bornduring the 
voyage, sixteen died, leaving two hundred nnd ninety- 
four souls on board at the time o f the wreck. In count­ 
ing them yesterday, there were 81 prisoners, 29 o f the 
guard, 3 officers, 6 women, 11 children, nnd 30 of the 
crew — ICO in all, saved. 
One hundred and thirty-four 
souls were lost— o f which one hundred and twenty-eight 
were prisoners ! the remainder were three children, 1 
woman, and two o f the crew. 
Soon afler the ship 
struck, I ordered a gun to be fired as a signal of distress; 
before it could be done, the mainmast fell and carried 
the gun overboard with i t ; I heard Major Ryan order 
to fire as a signal, and 1 saw two shots fired irt the air ; 
the soldiers were standing over the main hatchway, en­ 
deavoring lo prevent the prisoners making a rush to the 
boats ; for the safety of nil bands it was necessary to 
keep the men down ; I did not see any firing down the 
hatchway ; I afterwards heard a man was shot ; the 
conduct o f the prigoucrs throughout the voyage was re­ 
markably good ; from the working o f the ship after 
striking, the prison gates fell dow n, and those prisoners 
that were saved, escaped that way ; 
long before vve 
made the land, we had made up our minds to come up 
the Channel, if the w ind suited ; before w e struck there 
was no sw ell— the sea was us still as a mill-pond ; the 
weather was not hazy ; 
the moon shone brightly be­ 
tween drifting showers ; I am not aware whether any 
of the crew had been up that passage ; I could get no 
information from any o f them ; I depended solely on 
my charts and Ilorsburgh’s Directions ; Nelson, Shaw , 
and Jones, prisoners, particularly distinguished them­ 
selves by their praiseworthy conduct.”
